De Valera 
wants to use it for the purposes of his party. The money was lent to you, and we ask your 
authority to go on with the steps we have taken to recover the money and pay it back with your 
authofity Ad; gratitude to those who lent it to Ireland in the hour of her distress. 


There remain two matters of the first magnitude in the implementing of the Treaty—the 
Boundary Commission and the financial relations of the two countries.

Chancellor Stresemann and his Cabinet 
continue to tackle Germany's numerous pro- 
blems with commendable gnergy. 

The combination of Social Democrats and 
big industrialist interests which it represents 
may save the country from economic chaos and 

olitical disintegration, which a week ago 

ked inevitable. 

Bread, butter, ‘potatoes, end meat have 
fallen considerably in price during the 
few days, and the long quemes of bais ves 
have vanished from the streeta. 

The Socialist Finance Minister, Dr. Hilferd- 
ing, on the day he took office summoned the 
tax collecting officials to the Finance Ministry, 
and told them that the increaged tax which 
the Reichstag recently sanctioned, and are 
now due, had to be collected with the utmost 
“ brutality.’”

The Miners’ Federation of Great 
Britain has put forward a demand that the 
ratio of profits to wages, as fixed by the. 
wages agreement of 1921, shall be amended 
in favour of the miners.

Deducting the eleven 
shillings and sevenpence per ton paid to 
the owners and miners, and another penny 
or so per ton that is paid out in the shape 
of royalties, we find that the cost of taking 
the coal out of the mine and putting it 
into the consumer's cellar is more than 
forty-three shillings—or three and a half 
times the amount that the owners and 
miners get. This seems. to be a large slice 
for the railroads, the ship-owners and the 
retailers who deliver the coal to us in 
carts ; but they in turn must pay wages to 
railroad men, to sailors and firemen, to 
dockersand to carters.

DEVOTION TO DUTY. 

The Daily Mail’s Special Correspondent 
at Hong Kong telegraphed yesterday :—An 
exceptionally severe. typhoon struck the 
colony yesterday, causing extensive damaye 
and the loss of a number of lives. - Among 
the lost craft is the British submarine, L 9, 
one of the reserve vessels of the China Station 
which was in the naval basin. -At the height 
of the storm ‘she was torn from her moorings 
and driven hither and thither about the basin. 
Eventually she was dashed against the sea 
wall of the naval dockyard. A petty officer 
and the three men aboard jumped ashore, one 
falling into the water, from which he was 
rescued with difficulty. 

Lieutenant Thomas H. Dickson, of the sub- 
marine L 33, attempted to swim aboard the 
submarine through the swirling seas with a 
line, in order to make’ her fast. He reached 
the ship at the second attempt and clung to a 
davit. Half-an-hour later Able Seaman 
Treagus, of H.M.S. Tamar, saw Lieutenant 
Dickson clinging to a buoy. He scrambled 
over the Japanese cargo steamer, Ginyo Maru, 
which had: been driven against the dockyard 
wall, and dived over her bows with a life 
line. Swimming through the heavy seas he 
reached Lieutenant Dickson, and both were 
tae pulled ashore by the’ crew of the Ginyo 

aru.

LETTER. 


From Our Sreciat Corresponpent. 
. ENNIS, Sunday. 

Scarcely more than 500 people were present 
at: any time during the meeting which was 
addr essed by President Cosgrave and Judge 
Cohalan in is to-day. It may be that the 
number would haye been considerably more 
had the demonstration been at the hour at 
which it was originally intended to be held. 
A strenuous day's programme, however, had 
already, been mapped out for the President, 
and it was necessary that no alteration should 
be made in the loca] arrangements if he were 
to. be allowed to fulfil his engagements else- 
where. 

When the President arrived the speakers 
did not immediately proceed to the motor 
brake which was doing duty for a platform. 
It was about 1.40 when two aeroplanes flew 
overhead. Their appearance was the signal 
for the commencement. of the proceedings. 
Small crowds began to straggle into the 
square. When the President rose to speak an 
attendance of between 300 and 400 people had 
been mustered. In a little time it had in- 
creased by about another hun@red 

For their, numbers, the audience manifested. 
a good show: of enthusiasm. ‘It was not 
reluctant at any time. One may say. indeed, 
that it was a more or less personal triumph 
for the President. He was in excellent 
humour, and I have seldom heard him: so 
effective in public speech. Certainly his 


effort was worthy of a larger audience. His 


delivery was good, and it seemed as if the 
crowd were drawn to. applaud the forcible 
style in which he rated his opponents, his 
remarks being winged with wit and satire, 
rather than abuse. 

There were but one or two interruptions. 

After Judge Cohalan had concluded his 
speech, the President and he proceeded by 
ps to Carlow. The crowd dispersed 
quietly after the meeting. 5 

The Rev. Father Meade, Adminstrator, who 

resided at the Cumann na nGaedheal meet- 
ing here to-day, read the following letter 
from the Most Rev. Dr. Fogarty, Bishop of 
Killaloe :'— 

“I should like to be present, were it pos- 
sible, to testify my respect for our distin- 
guished President, Mr. Cosgrave, and his 
worthy colleague, Mr. John MacNeill, the 
Minister of Education. Our country is deeply 
indebted to these great men and to the Go- 
vernment, of which they are eminent mem- 
bers. They have rescued our island from 
anarchy and triumphantly vindicated public 
order and justice, regardless of their own 
lives or popularity. Like true patriots they 
have put dána first, And sacrificed them- 
selves for her safety. They have laid the 
fcundation of Irish freedom.

Therefore, I hope that everyone, whether man 
or woman, that haa a vote will go to the 
polls and cast their vote conscietiously and 
thoughtfully for God and for Ireland; rising 
above all petty feelings and jealousies.
